D itch and M ining Company, was resumed in 
the Superior Court yesterday before Judge 
Temple. 
O. P. Stidger was allowed to make a cor­ 
rection. 
H e said th at he was reported as 
Baying that the Sacramento river in 1819 was 
450 feet wide. 
H e wi-hed to be understood 
th at tbe river was at least twica as wide aa 
that. 
The cross-examination of D . L. Bowers 
was resnmed. 
H e was ex.imiaed at length iu 
regard to tha early mining on the Jlid 1-3 
Fork of the American river, and as to the 
face of the country there now. 
- 
Mr. C sdw aladtr said he wonld present to 
the witness a photographic view of the ordi- 
dinary hydraulic mines as they are found on 
«11 the branches of the American river and 
ask him whether it does not show substan­ 
tially the material in the banks of the Pond 
and Dardanelles mines spoken of in his direct 
testimony, aud also of those in Mich gau 
Bluffs.

A .—For reduction. 
M r. H art—A t what place ? 
A .—Swansea, in Wales. 
Q (by Mr. Belcber)—W hat have you had 
to do with the refining or assaying of gold or 
other metals? 
A .—About six months after I reached the 
country I entered the assay office of Kellogg, 
Hueston & Co. cs their sstsyer and consult­ 
ing chemist, in addition to the shipment of 
ore. 
I continued in their service until they 
sold out to another firm ,called the San F ran­ 
cisco Assaying and Refining W orks, some­ 
where about the year 1866. 
I continued in 
the service cf the San Francisco Assaying 
and Refiniug W orks until, I believe, 1875 or 
1876, 
To fix it more definitely, if I have for­ 
gotten the date, until tbe B ask cf Califoroia 
failed. 
I ti.en opened an office of my cwn, 
and since th at time have been engaged largely 
in assaying all kinds of oree. 
Q —W hat amount of o;es have yon han­ 
dled within the last year—the value of gold ? 
A .—In 1880 I 
hrndled 
five 
millions 
and a quarter. 
In 1831 I Lave handled a 
little over seven millions in gold. 
Q.—Have you given any special attention 
to the question cf gold and its production ? 
A .—Yes, sir. 
I have made th at my spe- 
c'al Rtuety. 
Q.—For how long a time ? 
A .— I have |mid most particular attention 
to the production of gold and silver sinco my 
arrival in this country iu 1862 
I had paid 
considerable attention to it previously. 
Q —W hat are the gold producing countries 
of tbe wo.-ld a t this time? 
Mr. H a rt—T hat is objected to as irrele­ 
vant and im m aterial; and in making that ob­ 
jection I desire to announce at thi- time that 
I intend to insist on confining witnesses to 
the dirtct and material questions iu this cas*. 
I want to say further, that we have allowed 
grear latitude in collateral questions of th at 
kind. 
W e have allowed them to prove the 
amount of gold th at has been taken out and 
estim atotheam ount that may be taken out, the 
amount of population in counties, the amount 
of gold-bearing channels in d fferont counties, 
the value of personal property, and all m at­ 
ters of th at kind, which I think are addressed 
t i the judgm ent of the Court. 
From this 
time forward I shall object to any testimony 
in this case except th at which tends to illus­ 
trate the propositions upon which the plaint­ 
iffs and defendants rely ; that is, the question 
as to whether or not they do cast their tail­ 
ings into the streams, and whether these tail­ 
ings cuite down to these places. 
The=e are 
the questions. 
I understand that it is the in­ 
tention to have this witness on the stand 
some three or four days. 
W . C. Belcher—If the Court please the 
gentleman is greatly mistaken. 
We expect 
to consume but a very short time, nelese the 
gentlemen should occupy the time, as they 
have heretofore, in objections. 
They may 
then protract the examination to a very con­ 
siderable length. 
1 think if the gentlemen 
will recollect, th at when they put their wit­ 
nesses on the stand, we allowed them to go 
into the examination of the questions that 
th íy sought to go into the examination of, 
without objection, except as to the forms of 
their questions. 
T hat was the only form of 
objection th at wo interposed, and I under­ 
stood then, th at it was the agreement, or the 
understanding, that the questions involved 
in the case were to be presented to the Court. 
Now as for the time that has bean occupied. 
on_ the part of the defense in this case, I 
think that the Court will agree with me, that 
fuliy one-ha!f of tho time has boeu occupied 
by the plaintiff in the cross-examination, and 
a very considerable portion, with respect to 
some of our witnesses, in objection. 
We do 
desire by this witues» to show the extent and 
character of the nd istry, and we desire here 
to go into this qutst on, not at length, hut 
very briefly. 
In arlcition to the question pro­ 
pounded to the witness, I shall desire to ask 
questions wi h i e-pec; to some other m atters 
which would be general in their character. 
This will he very brief. 
Mr. H art—Toe position we take in rela­ 
tion to thi3 m atter is this : T hat if gold min­ 
ing is nn im portant industry, gold mining 
may be pursued ; and if agriculture is an im ­ 
portant industry, agriculture may be pur­ 
sued ; but neither can be pursued in an il­ 
legal manner. 
I t i- not going to be denied by 
the prosecution in this case that gold mining 
is an im portant industry. 
Such denial, even 
if based upon testimony, would not be be­ 
lieved by any intelligent Judge, and hence it 
will not be denied. 
We have admitted re­ 
peatedly and repeatedly in this case, for the 
purpose of saving time, that gold mining is 
an im portant industry. 
Now I ask counsel 
himse f in what respect and in what manner 
can the production of foreign countries in the 
world, or of any country, excepting Cali­ 
fornia, 
in 
gold, 
or 
indeed 
of 
any 
county, excepting Placer county, iu gold, 
or of any mine except the Gold Run mine, in 
gold, in what reBpect could that tend to illus­ 
trate the question whether or not the Gold 
Run Ditch and Alining Company is tending 
to increase a nuisance which the plaintiff in 
this case charges has been committed by the 
obstruction of navivable stream s? 
H iw 
could it tend to illustrate it in any degree ? 
W e are inclined, ss I said before, to be lib­ 
eral, and we are inclined to allow them to 
prove anything th at tends in any degree to 
illustrate the general question, but we are not 
Inclined to sit here and consume the time c f 
the Court and the tim e of the counsel 
•q one side of the case, and incumber this 
record with things that are immaterial in 
asy considerable sense in which they may be 
put. 
I challenge counsel to cite any respect in 
which this could be possibly m ateria). 
How 
could it be material whet her Germany produces 
gold or not, or whether France produces gold 
or not, or Italy produces gold or not. 
How 
could it tend to illustrate the question as to 
whether the Gold Run Ditch and Mining 
Company is pursuing the occupation of min­ 
ing in an illegal manner. 
Now we say min­ 
ing is an occupation. 
Mining is a legitimate 
occupation; but mining, a legitimate occupa­ 
tion, may not be pursued illegitimately, and 
that is the question which is before this 
Court, and anything tending to illustrate th at 
question, we are perfectly willing to come 
into this case, but we are not willing to Bit 
here and listen to the speculation and learn­ 
ing, scientific and historical, which gen­ 
tlemen of 
a scientific 
tnrn 
of 
mind 
may desire to give to this Court for 
the benefit of this case and possibly posterity. 


W e are willing to adm it any kind of testi­ 
mony that can be material, but we say this 
is not material, and more than that, we say 
th at they have consumed a great deal of time. 
M r. Sm ith was on the stand for three or four 
days here, and he was testifying very largely 
in relation to hydraulic mining, its fntire his­ 
tory. and his testimony, as your Honor re­ 
marked, simply tended to call your H onor’s 
attention to th at ot which yon would tske 
judicial knowledge, and ho testified to many 
scientific questions which simply tended to 
direct y ur Honor’s attention to questions of 
which Honor will take juditial notice. 
Now, 
why accumulate evidence upon a subject 
which your H onor will take judicial notice ? 
I t is not our intention to underrate, to 
rebut these several things in relation to the 
amount of gold taken out of the earth, or 
to attem pt to rebut any historical proposition 
stated here, unless it be found in the history 
itseif. 
It is not our intention to consume tbe 
time of the Court in undertaking to rebut 
th at part of the case. 
So we say they have 
had enough witnesses on it. 
I t will be very 
interesting and instructive to listen to Pro­ 
fessor Price upon this subject, but my busi­ 
ness is so im portant th at I cannot afford to 
sit here and listen to it. 
Mr. Belcher—I am exceedingly sorry th at 
the gentleman’s business is so im portant that 
he cannot attend to this case. 
We think it 
m aterial and proper th at this should be 
shown j to show first what are the gold pro­ 
ducing countries, the amount of production, 
the relative amount of the production of 
California and the importance of th at produc­ 
tion to the world, as showing the character 
and value of the industry which by this 
action is sought to be controlled and stopped. 
The Court—Do you propose to show any­ 
thing different er in addition to w hat you 
have already shown by Air. Sm ith ? 
Air. Belcher—I t will be somewhat more 
than was shown by Air. Smith, and some­ 
what different, yes ; and I may here state to 
the Court, and yet I shonld hardly Btate it 
here, because it would be just what I expect 
to prove by this witness, and hence I state 
generally, simply the purpose cow, without 
stating what I will expsct to prove. 
Air. H art—How is it material? 
Air. Belcher—H a is the last witness that 
we expect to call upon this point, and we 
have as yet called but one. 
Mr. H art—We do not intend to contradict 
th at one. 
The Court—Since the testimony of Mr. 
Sm ith is not to be contradicted it don’t eeem 
to me to be necessary to call any more .at all, 
unless there is some m aterial m atter iu ad­ 
dition. 
Air. Belcher—There is material m atter iu 
addition, and I will sta’e to your Honor this, 
to Bhow by the witness here that, at the pres- 
sent time, the United States produces very 
nearly one-half of the entire gold production 
of tho world, and California has produced a 
very large part of th at produced by the 
U nited States. T hat a t the time of the dis­ 
covery of this country there were in the 
world only about S157.000.00u of gold, while at 
the beginning of the Christian era there had 
been over S4G0.C00 000. 
T hat that, up to tho 
time of- the discovery of America, had by use 
and loss been reduct d to S157.0GO,000. 
That 
from 1493, up to the beginning of the present 
ceutuiy, there ha l been some 82.360,000,000 
introduced int i the world for its use, and 
from 1800, up to 1849, some 8750 000,000. 
From 1849 or 1S50, up 
to 
1880, 
over 
,8 3 500.000,000, 
of which California pro- 
I duced' 
nearly 
81,200,000,000 
of 
gold, 
i Then th at the wastage and retirem ent of 
I gold for art and other uses, for jewelry very 
. largely, and for other U 9ss where it is per- 
m aneutly withdrawn from commerce, is very 
j nearly 810,000,000 a year. 
This tends to 
I show the importance of the industry. 
Then 
, we propose to follow that, by showing tbe 
! effect upon the civilization of tho world of 
1 the increa?e of the gold product. 
T hat, how­ 
’ ever, will be very brief. 
! 
The C ourt—I do not suppose th at the last 
I yon would wish to show by testimony ? 
i 
Air. Belcher—Professer Price has quite re- 
1 cently prepare! a book upon thiasubject, and 
has had occasion in the preparation of his 
book to go very carefully into the subject. 
The Court—Has it been published ? 
The witness—Yes, sir. 
_ 
The Court—Ask him the general question, 
| whether th at presents it correctly, and then 
submit it. 
Mr. Belcher—Q —H as your book been 
published ? 
A .—Yes, sir. 
Q —And does th at contain a full statem ent 
! iu regard to the m atters which I was here 
i seeking to ask you about? 
A .—Yes, s ir ; substantially, up to the year 
j 1879. 
Q.—And are the statem ents there based 
; upon a careful examination of the subject ? 
A .—Yes, sir. 
I t is simply a question of 
figures, without any explanation. 
I t is a 
■ book which is used by the aesayers all over 
, the U nited States. 
I have been frequently 
¡ asked as to what is the gold production ; 
what are the countries producing the most 
gold ; what is the movement of gold—and I 
' ju?t tim ply embodied that in this little work 
I published, so as to furnish the informa­ 
' tion. 
Q.—I will ask if your book contains a 
statem ent of the amount of gold at the be- 
Í ginning of the Christian era ? 
I 
A .—Yes, sir. 
! 
Q —Does it contain------ 
! 
M r. H art—I object to examining tbe wit- 
| ness upou this subject at all. 
I t is irrelevant 
and collateral. 
Let them read the book, 
i 
The Court—I suppose it is to inform tho 
j counsel, eo that he can tell whether ho will 
¡ 


accept th at proposition aud read the book. 
Air. Belcher—Doe» it contain a statem ent 
of the amount in 1493? 
i A .—Yes, sir; these periods 
are embraced, 
i 
Q .—And does it contain a statem ent of the 
■ production from th at time 
up to the begin- 
■ ning of tbe nineteenth century ? 
A.—I t d ies, sir. 
Q —And from the beginning of tbe nine­ 
teenth c“ntcry up to 1849 ? 
A.—Ye», sir. 
Q —And from 1849 up to 1879 ? 
A .—Yes, sir. 
Q.—And does it show, also, the present 
pro jection cf the different parts of the 
w rrid ? 
| 
A .—No ; it does not show that. 
I t shows 
' ouly tbe production of California fr.un 1848. 
I t embraces this simply a» a m atter of infor- 
j matron. 
! 
Mr. Belcher—W s will offer that, and then 
I will ask the question as to the gold-prc- 
i ducing ciuntries cf the present day—what 
they are ? 
j 
Objected to. 
; 
Th.- Court—I think Mr. Sm ith went into 
that. 
Air. Belcher—I think it was generally 
stated th at A us’ralia and Russia wero gold- 
producing countries, but I do not think he 
gave the relative amount. 
. 
Air. Rhodes—That cannot be material iu 
any sense. 
i 
The Court—I t seems to me th at that is all 
! there can be in it, anyway. 
I will sustain 
j the objection. 
Counsel for defense excepts. 
Air. Btlcher—I will offer to prove, and ex­ 
: pect the witness would testify if allowed, that 
j the gold-producing countries of the world are 
the U nited States, now producing annually 
■’ about 832 000,000; Russia, producing some 
$27,000,000 ; Australia, about 826.000,000 ; 
South America, $21.000,000; and th at the 
production of the balance of the world is very 
small—less than 81,000,000; nnd th at the 
production of the California gold mines is 
over one fifth of the entire production cf the 
world. 
Same ruling and exception. 
Q —W hat personal experience in mining 
hava you had ? 
A .—My experience commenced in mining 
I in Wales, where I had to mine for a living. 
I subsequently was educated at the Royal 
School of Alines in England, and followed the 
business. 
Since my arrival in this country I 
have been largely engaged as a mining engi­ 
neer, or what is designated here, to a certain 
extent, as a mining expert. 
I was engaged 
as a mining engineer aod managing director 
of the E l Dorado W ater and Deep Gravel 
Alining Company. 
Also, was engaged in the 
construction of the ditch for the Blue Tent 
Company (an English corporation), a ditch 
some thirty-two miles in length. I have been 
connected with that property since 1871, and 
¡ have had entire control and management of 
its working. 
Q.—In El Dorado county ? 
A .—In Nevada county—the Blue Tent. 
Q.—Ab a mining engineer or expert, where 
has you business taken you ? 
A .—I t has taken me to all portions of Cali­ 
fornia, Calorado, Nevada, Arizona, U tah and 
Oregon. 
Q-—Please examine the map. 
Now with 
th at map before you. Professor, stato as to 
the extent and character of the mining in this 
State—gold mining. 
F irst I will ask you in 
what counties there is gold tninii^ ? 
A —There is gold mining in Del Norte, 
Siskiyou, Humboldt, Trinity, Shasta, Lassen, 
and Alodoc a little. 
Q.—And as you go along state where it is 
tbe chief industry and where it is only com 
paratively unim portant ? 
A .—In Plumas county largely. 
Q.—Snppose you begin again a t Dei Norte, 
as to its character there and whether it is the 
leading industry ? 
M r. H art—1 object to this witness giving 
any testimony as to the ebaracter aud extent 


of mining in California, upou the ground, 
first, th at the evidence is not relevant. 
I t 
dees not tend to illustrate any m atter th a t is 
in issue in this case, and consequently th at a 
great deal of time has been consumed by 
them, and a great many witnesses have been 
examined as to the amount and extent of the 
gold industry in California, and th at evidence 
being admitted, this would be cumulative. 
Next, ws object to it on the ground th at it 
has been adm itted at all times in this cast-, 
and it w ill not be denied, th at gold mining iu 
California is an im portant industry. 
This, 
then, is a useless consumption cf time. 
The Court—Of course, if there is no proof 
to be introduced on the part of the plaintiff, 
it seems unnecessary to take up time with it. 
Mr. Belcher—I t may be questioned here­ 
after. 
Tbe Professor has visited all the 
counties, or nearly all the mining counties in 
the State, and he has had an opportunity of 
knowing particularly as to the custom. 
We 
first, then, want to show the extent and char 
acter of the m ining; th at is, if it be gold 
mining, the extent and character of tho 
m ining; whether it is hydraulic or drift 
mining, and what was the custom of miners," 
if he knows, in th at regard, in all those 
counties. 
The Court—I do not know in regard to 
th at m atter of custom but what it has been 
admitted. 
Air. Belcher—I do not understand them to 
adm it th at th at will clcse the door to this 
examination. 
The Court—I understand th at it was ad­ 
m itted that they dumped into the most ac­ 
cessible canyons and ravines. 
Air. Belcher—-Do they admit th at th at has 
become a custom ? 
Mr. H art—No, sir ; it is the practice. 
Air. B elcher- I t has become a custom and 
has controlled the decisions of the Courts 
The Court—You do not propose to prove 
by this witness th at the Courts have recog­ 
nized it? 
Air. Belcher—No, sir. 
The Court—T hat they have always dons it 
has already been admitted. 
Mr. Belcher—The purpose we have of in­ 
troducing this evidence by this witness is to 
show the extent and universality of chat cus­ 
tom, not only in the few counties right down 
here, but throughout the mining counties of 
the State. 
The Court—I t would not ba more universal 
than that they always have done it. I under­ 
stand that the plaintiffs adm it that they have 
always done it, but they contend as a legal 
proposition tiiat the manner of doing it is ille­ 
gal. 
I do not fee th a t you ran prove any­ 
thing more than has already been shown. 
M r. Belcher—I t might be im portant to 
show the charac'er of the mining, snd the 
general custom which has orevailed in a very 
large number of the counties in this Stat». 
I do not know but that has already been 
proven as to the extent. 
The Court—It seems to me th at everywhere 
includes every place. 
Mr. H art—I do not intsr.d to disperte the 
testimony of any of those witnesses, and they 
have had several on the subject. 
The Court—To dispose of it wheraever it 
was nearest and most convenient, I suppose 
th at is about the extent of it. 
M r. Cad s alader—T hat was the way it W9S 
proven and found in the Keyes case. 
The Court—I never read anything about 
th at case, not even the derisinr, hut 1 judge 
from w hat has be- n said iu this case, that 
th at is the way in which thac question would 
be presented. 
Air. Belcher—Then, with the permission of 
the Court, we will reserve the right to make 
our offer, simply as to the names of the coun­ 
ties in which this industry has been and is 
carried oo, and practically the extent, as, for 
instance, in Alpine couatv, that it is the ex­ 
clusive industry, and in some others, it was a 
partial industry and occupying only a small 
portion of the people, I will then pass this 
subject. 
Mr. H art—I am willing th at this witness 
shall namo the mines without comment. 
Air. Belcher—I have stated th at I desire 
him simply to comment on — 
Mr. H art—I do not w ant to be compelled 
to cross-examine him on th at subject. 
Air. Belcber—Name the counties, then, 
where mining is carried on. 
A .—The counties which I have visited 
myself, and 
where 
I fouDd 
the 
busi­ 
ness 
of 
mining 
carried on, 
a re : 
Del 
Norte. Siskiyou, Humboldt. Shasta, T rin­ 
ity, 
Blu mas, Yuba, Butte, 
Sierra, 
Ne­ 
v áis, Placer, E l Dorado, Sacramento, Ama­ 
dor, Calaveras, Alpine, Tuolumne, Stanis­ 
laus, Mariposa, Alerced, Fresno, 
Tulare, 
Mono, San Bernardino, Inyo, Kern, San 
Diego, San Luis Obi-po, and some other 
mines in tbe coast counties, like quicksilver 
mines in the neighbi rhood— 
Mr. H a rt—You were asked about the gold 
mines ? 
A.—Yes. 
Air. Belcher—W as Los Angeles named? 
A .—I have not been in any of those mines 
and I know them only by hearsay. 
I know 
that there are some mines in Los Angeles 
county. 
Q.—Did you name Modoc ? 
A .—Yes. 
Q.—And Lassen ? 
A .—Yes. 
Alodoc has a very small amount 
of mining. 
Modoc and Lassen I have not 
visited myself personally. 
I know there are 
mines there. 
Air. Rhodes—Did you mention Santa Cruz ? 
A .—No, sir. 
I had some samples once 
from Santa Cruz. 
Air. H art—And Judge Rhodes says there 
was m ining in San Eranciseo three years ago. 
A .—Yes. near the Ocean House, there wbs 
mining, and it paid 83 a lo ad ; but what is 
seen on the dum p is mostly braes nails. 
Q. (by ¡Mr. Belcher)—If in your examina­ 
tion of mines you have had occasion to exam­ 
ine or determine, state what is the extent of 
the blue gravel deposit, or th at deposit that 
is ro called. 
Air. H urt—W here ? 
Air. Belcher—In this State nnd in the 
counties where he has examined them. 
Air. H art—I object to that. 
I t is irrele­ 
vant and immaterial aud it does not illus­ 
trate any issue or issuable fact in this case. I 
object on the further ground th at they have 
introduced a witness on this subject aa to the 
extent of w hat they call the old river chan­ 
nel, and wo do not propose to controvert what 
that witness said on the subject. 
The testi 
mony would be cumulative and irrelevant. 
I t does not include the mine in controversy. 
Air. Belcher—Of course it would include 
this mine. 
Air. H art—They may examine ss to the ex­ 
tent of tho blue gravel in the Gold R un mine 
and ridge, but as to extending it to the blue 
gravel in California, I object. 
The Court—There is no objection to his 
stating the character of the mines being 
worked oa the river. 
W e have been investi­ 
gating as to that. 
Air. H art—No. sir. 
B ut I object to going 
into the extent of the blue gravel mines in 
California ; th at is, the length of what they 
call the river beds, and the meandering* of 
them. 
The Court—I made the remark, so th at no 
one might be misled, th at I presume there 
will be no objection to evidence as to tbe ex­ 
tent and character of th at on this liver that 
we have been investigating in this case. 
Air. Belcher—The question I propose is 
m u á broader than that. 
I t 1b as to the 
length in miles of what is known, so far as he 
knows, of what is generally designated a3the 
bine gravel deposits. 
Air. H art—la* California ? 
Air. Belcher—Yes. 
The Court—Oa th at general question I 
understand there is no controversy. 
Air. Belcher—I am not aware whether the 
length of it was proved by Air. Sm ith or not. 
The Court—He gave the value of it and 
described where it was located, and he fol­ 
lowed it on the m»p. 
M r. Belcher—I understand th at that testi 
mony will not he rebutted. 
■ 
M r. H art—No, we do not intend to pro­ 
duce any evidence relating to the ancient 
river channels; th at is, their length and pres­ 
ent contents. 
M r. Belcher—As I stated, I am certain in 
regard to it, hence I will make an offer to 
prove by this witness. 
I make the offer and 
I expect th at this witness will testify, if 
allowed, that the length of the btne gravel 
deposits in California is about 400 miles— 
from his knowledge it is about 400 miles ; 
snd that the yield per mile is about 85,000,­ 
000, and per running foot from $100 to $2,500, 
nnd that the average is -$1,000, and th at about 
nine-tenths of it remains to be worked. 
Mr. Belcher—Q.—By what means is and can 
this blue gravel deposit be worked ? 
Air, H art—I object to that. 
I t is irrele- 
vant'w nd immaterial how it csn be worked. 
T bat would not tend to show th at the present 
means are legal. 
The Court overruled the objection and 
plaintiff excepted. 
A .—The only mode by which the greater 
portion of those ancient auriferous gravel de­ 
posits can be worked is by the process known 
as the hydraulic process. 
Q.—And wbat does th at include ? W hat 
does the hydraulic process, as you use the 
word, include? Or, what is tbe hydraulic 
process, a? you use the term ? 
A.—Using water under great pressure, be­ 
ing conveyed from great distances through 
ditches for that purpose. 
Q.—Have yon much acquaintance with the 
quartz mines of this State ? 
A .—I Lave, air. 


Q — D o you k n o w th e n u m b e r of stam p s 
; u “'’d in th a t class of m in in g , say in 1861 or 
i 1862, th a t w ere th e n em p lo y ed ? 
. r'de- H art—I o b je c t to th a t q u estio n . 
It 
is irrelevant a n d immaterial, a d besides it is 
a au’-jcct upon w h ic h a great d eal of testimony 
has already been introduced, and we donot intend to 
controvert the testimony that has already be n put 
in on that subject. 
7 he C ourt—if it is confined to the American river, 
I suppose there is no objection. 
Mr. I B r t—They hare proven the num ber of 
stam ps by two or three witnesses—400 stamps. 
Mr. Belcher—Something more than the American 
river is involved in this controversy. They have 
shown the fiiling in the American rirer, and in the 
Sacramento river, and iu Suieun bay, and In San 
Publo bay, and in Sau Francisco bay, aud they do 
not claim th at the American iver has done all the 
filling, bu t th at it came from the American river 
outy in part. 
'The Court—Yon wish to show what other sources 
have contriouted to the fiiliug of Suisun bav. 
Mr. H art—I think that is m aterial, but we do¿-iot 
intend to offer any witnesses on the subject of 
quartz mines and stam ps in California and on the 
American and other rivers. 
Mr. Belcher—Well, the American river then, and 
not elsewhere. 
Mr. H art—I object to this witness testifying as to 
the num ber of stam ps cn tbe American river, os 
the ground th at it is cumulative, and wc do not in­ 
tend to controvert the testimony already in. 
The Court—I t does not seem to be confh cd to 
that. 
Mr. Belcher—I think it comes in bad grace to ob­ 
ject, when we bad so much cum ulative evidence on 
the other side which was received w ithout objec­ 
tions. 
Mr. H r t 
We did not know what you were going 
to controvert. 
Mr. Belcher—I ask the question generally. 
The Court—Go on. 
Mr. Belcher—Q.—As to tbe num ber of stam ps in 
1S6Z ? 
A —Tbo num ber of stam ps in 1862 was something 
over 600. 
Mr. H art—In the §tate? 
A.—In the State. At the present tim e there are 
not less then 2,720, of which 150 are engaged in the 
crushing of cement. 
Q. 
W hat is the average stam p duty ? 
A.—It will vary all the way Irom a ton and a 
quarter to three aud a half tons, depending upon 
the weight of the stam p and the character of the 
m aterial they have to crush. 
I think th it they will 
average not less than two ions to the stamp. 
Mr. H art—Ttiat is quartz ? 
A —Yes, quartz. 
Q.—W bat is the average duty of those engaged 
upon gravel ? 
A.—They crush all the way from two and a half 
to six tons to the stamp. 
I would set down the 
average at about four tons to the stamp. 
Q .—W hat is the character of the m aterial passing 
from the quartz ? 
A —T bat is finely pulverized material, which 
passes through wiiat we call a rio 6 gauge 
it will 
generally pass through a sieve of about forty ho es 
to a line inch, m aking forty tim es fort}'. 
That 
would bo tb e num ber of pieces tbat would go 
through an inch square, 
it is fine powder.

And how about the size of the material pais 
ing through—the gravel. 
A—It varies from one eighth . f an inch to a 
quarter of an inch- tiiat i« the ¡-ire of the screen.

A —A mill crusiiiug quartz, m y we have 2,6 >0 
stamps, and they will crush somewhere in the neigh- 
borhoo I of 5,000 tons a dav. 
Mr. H r t —That is, 2.60Ó? 
A —The total stam ;* engaged in the pulverization 
of quartz wili reduce somewhere in the neigh bo - 
hood of 5.C09 tuna a day. 
Mr. Belcher— Q.—And th at reduced to yards, how 
much would it he ? 
A.—Five thousand tons.

Q. - ilow many cubic yards? 
A —Neatly 100.000 cubic yards, not quite.

Q — It has been stated by witnesses here tbat 600,­ 
000 yards was the amount worked by the defendant 
hero from i’sm ines in a year.

away from the dum p by w ater ? 
A.— In the cstee of the quartz aud the grave! th at 
is crashed, it being reduced to an impalpable 
powder and sautl, why it will he transported down 
jn st as far as tbe water has sufficient power to carry 
it. 
From the drift mining a much larger propor­ 
tion, of course, will be washed into the rivers.

q .—State apj roxim ately if you can, or if you 
know, the extent i f drift mining in the Slate ?

In Sierra county for m any years the m iners have 
engaged in this kind of business.

north, I bel,eve, a little way from Eald Mountain, is 
another mine, called the Bonanza nvne, where they 
are employing some 100 men at the present time. 
They arc brin. ing out fr m 200 to 300 tons per cay 
of material. 
Down towards San Luij ar.d La port;

Mr. Belcber- We offer to prove by tins witness, 
and expect him to testify if allowed, th at at least 95 
per c n'.. of all the gold in the world has been pro­ 
duced by the process known as hydraulic. 
Ttie C ourt—Y'ou mean by washing sand and 
gravei ? 
Mr. B clebcr- Yes. 
Court sustained the objection, and counsel for de­ 
fense excepted. 
q .—Have you given special attention to the mines 
and mii ing on tho 
mer can river and its tributa- 
ri-s, and particula-ly in th at p art cf it embracing 
the counties t El Dorado and Biacer ? 
A.—Ytes, sir ; particularly through El Dorado, 
q —Will you point out those mines on th map 
au-l name them , and give a particular description? 
Mr. n a rt —We will adm it that we do not claim 
th at all this stuff comes from the Gold Run mine. 
Mr. Belcher—We claim th at none of it ccmes 
from the Gold Run mine. 
Mr. H art—We object t> his testifying on th at 
subject, on the ground that a num ber of witnesses 
have already testified in relation to the mines iu F.l 
Dorado and Placer counties, and th at it is not our 
desire, and will not be our purpose, to rebut the 
testimony that is already given upon th at subject, 
either as to the num ber of mines or the am ount of 
mining in those two caunticB.

We 
are afraid not. Uulesa some new move­ 
ment on behalf of the administration of 
justice is inaugurated in San Francisco, we 
fear that this ruffian's chances of hanging 
will be anything but good. How long is it 
since a murderer was brought to the 
gallows in San Francisco? How many 
murderers now occupy the prisons of that 
city ? How long have many of them been 
there ? The wretch who 
deliberately 
strangled his sister-in-law, to prevent her 
escape from ruin, and packed her body in 
a trunk, is still alive, and we should be less 
surprised to hear of his release than of his 
execution. The jails of San Francisco 
fairly swarm with murderers, either untried 
or convicted and held under appeals. And 
while it remains possible for the most in­ 
famous assassin thus to cheat justice, and 
to postpone or evade punishment, human 
life will be held cheap, and every cowardly 
hoodlum will think it safe to make 
a reputation by homicide, or by some 
luch brutal and wanton assault upon 
a defenseless woman as this man Coleman 
has perpetrated. If his mistress dies, the 
probabilities are, not that he will be hanged 
in a fortnight, as he ought to be, but that 
he will be kept several months untried ; 
that he will then have a chance of acquit­ 
tal on the pretense of temporary insanity ; 
that if convicted he will escape the capital 
verdict; that at the most he will be able to 
stay execution by an appeal to the Supreme 
C ourt; that a full year will be consumed 
in these successive delays ; and that, if at 
last al! legal tricks come to an end, he may 
escape with a term of imprisonment by a 
judicious resort to political influence. This 
is a much more realistic estimate of the 
“ chances” than that of our San Francisco 
contemporary, for it is merely a recapitula­ 
tion of the course of events in a couple of 
scores of familiar cases. It is one of the 
most disgraceful facts in the condition of 
onr civilization that there has virtually 
ceased to be any approach to certainty in the 
operation of the law in the most impor­ 
tant and serious class ot criminal cases. 


THE NEWS FROM THE JEANNETTE. 
The news received at Washington from 
St. Petersburg yesterday is to the effect 
that the thiid mate and five seamen, and 
seven more of the crew of the Jeannette, 
have arrived, or were about to arrive, at 
Irkutsk, where they would be well taken 
care of. The most surprising statement, 
however, is that Lieutenant De Long and 
his party have not been found yet. This 
conflicts with the former accounts hope­ 
lessly. It was stated that he had reached 
the mouth of the Lena river, and that his 
boat’s crew were suffering from frost-bites. 
But if he had been at the mouth of the 
Lena he must have been found when the 
others were found. It would seem from 
thii latest news that the boats were sep­ 
arated much farther than had been sup­ 
posed, or that the intelligence of the safety 
of Licntenant Be Long and his party had 
been premature. Further news will now 
bs awaited with increased anxiety. 


MISPLACED ZEAL. 
Perhaps the House did right in declining 
to adopt Haskeil's resolution about the de­ 
nunciation of polygamy. For a House which 
during several years has found nothing 
disagreeable or repulsive in the society of 
Delegate Cannon, a known polygamist, and 
which has twice admitted him to represent 
Utah, all the time being thoroughly aware 
of the multiplicity of his connubial rela­ 
tions, would probably feel rather foolish if 
it was committed to so pharisaicaf a propo­ 
sition as that of Congressman Haskell. 
Moreover the people would not be the more 
likely to believe in the sincerity of the 
aew crusade against polygamy for such an 
exhibition of hypjerisy. 


At the so-called Christian Convention 
opened here on Wednesday there has been 
considerable discussion as to the causes of 
the prevalent hardness of heart and skep­ 
ticism, and most of the preachers who 
ventilated their ideas on the subject ap- 
pjared to think that there is something 
exceptional abont the civilization of Cali­ 
fornia, which hinders the work of evangel­ 
ization. 
Some speakers indeed scolded 
the press very shrilly, and accused it of 
being “ inhdelistic,” whatever that may 
mean ; though none of them seemed to 
realize that without the aid of the press 
their efforts would be far less productive 
than at present. The fault of the press, in 
the eyes of these people, is that it is not 
sufficiently one-sidtd. It seeks to discover 
the truth, and to that end it gives circula­ 
tion to all kinds of views. This, from the 
orthodox standpoint, is very sad and de­ 
plorable, but it is a pity that the orthodox 
standpoint should be so narrow as to ex­ 
clude all appreciation of the help which 
the promotora of religious speculation ob­ 
tain from journalism. The seekers after 
the causes of Californian indifference to the 
gospel, however, have suggested many 
other agencies besides the press. The gam­ 
bling spirit, the demoralizing influence of 
pioneer associations, the restlessness which 
resnlts from the severance of old habits 
and relations, the lust of wealth, and so 
forth and so on, w ere all in tarn denounced 
with pious fervor. It was left to the Rev. 
J. W. Brier, however, to suggest that the 
real reason of the alleged unsatisfactory 
state of things is the general stupidity of 
Californians. 
He is reported as having 
said that “ the greatest obstacle to the 
“ progress of the gospel upon this coast at 
“ the present time is the prevalence of in- 
“ fidelity, especially of the heart and life, 
“ and not of the head. 
CalifornianB 
“ plume themselves upon the idea of their 
“ superior intelligence over any other 
“ country ; but there is less solid thinking 
“ and more empty-headedness in this State 
“ than in any other part of the Christian 
“ world. Many talk of Darwinism, and of 
“ being disciples of his; but these Bame 
“ so-called disciples are utterly incapable 
“ of comprehending Darwin by any amount 
“ of study. Hence when they come in 
“ contact with vital religion it is swept 
“ away, as it is infidelity of the heart, and 
“ not of the head, which they possess.” 
Now this is a strong charge against Cali­ 
fornians, and we suppose it mu3t be true, 
or a venerable clergyman would not have 
made it. It is a certain satisfaction to 
have the matter explained, for it has s <me- 
times perplexed us in the past. Acd we 
have no doubt that the Rev. Mr. Brier’s 
explanation is perfectly lucid, only that be­ 
longing, as we feel we do, to that wretched 
class of Californians who never can 
hope to master the mysteries of Darwin by 
any amount of study, we cannot perhaps 
be expected to exhibit more intelligence in 
expounding the virile utterances of a Brier. 
The thing which our Californian stupid­ 
ity boggles over is the doubtless subtle 
distinction drawn between infidelity of the 
heart and infidelity of the head. It seems 
that people may have the latter, and still 
retain some little intelligence; but that 
the victims of the former are of necessity 
only one remove from imbecility. We sup­ 
pose Mr. Brier knew that no “ infidelistic ” 
Californian was capable of understanding 
this mystery, and that therefore he did not 
attempt to explain it. And we also sup­ 
pose that Californians will have to acoept 
Mr. Brier’s condemnation, however much 
they dislike it, because of course he must 
know what he is talking about, and be­ 
cause moreover the Btupidity of the aver­ 
age Californian incapacitates him fcr dis­ 
cussing these deep questions. 
Let us take to our bosoms in all meek­ 
ness and Belf-abaeement the plain and even 
severe declaration of the Rev. Mr. Brier 
that “ there is leas solid thinking and more 
1' empty-headed ness in this State than in any 
“ other part of the Christian world.” We did 
not know before that Californians “ plumed 
“ themselves upon the idea of their supe- 
“ rior intelligence,” but of course they do, 
or Mr. Brier would not have said so. It is 
a very foolish thing for anybody, and par­ 
ticularly for a Californian, to plume him­ 
self upon his superior intelligence, and 
no doubt those who do so generally are 
egregiously self-deceived by their vanity. 
And it must he exceedingly exasperating 
to the wise and good preachers who come 
among us, stored with the profound truths 
of the Mosaic cosmogony, and brimming 
over with the most interesting miracles and 
things, to find that the baseless conceit of 
our people is a hinlerance to their divine 
work, and that, above all, a community 
which does not possess brains enough to 
indulge in “ infidelity of the head ” should 
have developed, as it were ont of “ pure 
“ cussedness,” an “ infidelity of the heart,” 
which answers precisely the same purpose. 
All this we say is very sad. And Cali­ 
fornians who have fallen under the bane­ 
ful influence of cardiac infidelity ought 
certainly to feel ashamed of themselves, 
and to regret that they are not once more 
even as their Eastern friends and ancient 
connections, whose superior intelligence 
is so strikingly manifested by their refusal 
to institute inquiries into anything, and 
who emulate that model of wisdom, the 
Limpet on the Rock, in their serene and 
changeless adherence to established beliefs 
and customs. But sad as the condition 
of California is in this respect, our reverend 
friends should reflect that the harder the 
fight the more glorious the victory. Let 
them then attack the “ infidelistic” hearts 
of their headless fellow citizens, and pos­ 
sibly they may yet win them to a reali­ 
zation of the error of independent thought 
and the sinfulness of reason. The State is 
all missionary ground, and there is noth­ 
ing to prevent the prosecution of the work.

OF 
GARIIELD’3 
ATTENDANTS. 
MEDICAL 


Several conflicting statements have been 
made as to the sums which are to be 
charged by the physicians who attended 
President Garfield during his last illness. 
One of these statements represents Dr. 
Bliss as demanding the lion’s share for 
himself, and giving quite small sums to 
Dre. Agnew and Hamilton. The various 
accounts, however, are so discordant that 
it is perhaps safest to assume the falsity of 
all of them. The total amount to be asked 
for has been set at abont one hundred 
thousand dollars. It is no doubt a great 
deal of money, regarded abstractly, but it is 
not so clear that it represents an excessive 
demand in this case. It must be remem­ 
bered that every physician who attended 
Garfield had to encounter a very disagree­ 
able cendition of things. The attention of 
the civilized world was fixed upon the case. 
Tne American and English press were fol­ 
lowing it with sleepless vigilance. There 
were special opportunties for jealous and 
narrow-minded members of the profession 
to attack the attendant physicians. And 
in the event of the patient’s death 
they were certain to be abased and mis­ 
represented. 
As it turned out, more­ 
over, the physicians 
made 
a mis­ 
take in their diagnosis. 
They did not 


locate the ball rightly. 
It Í3 true 
that if they had ascertained where the 
bill really lay, the probability is that they 
would have killed the President at once in 
attempting to prcbe it. It is equally true 
that under the circumstances they could 
not have followed the actual track of tne 
ball, and that nothing in their power to do 
would have changed the result of the case. 
But for all this they suffered aspersion, 
and this ought to be considered amoDg 
other matters. We do not think that Dr. 
Bliss is entitled to $00,000, or any such 
sum, indeed. For after all, though he waB 
in charge of the case, the real responsi­ 
bility rested on Drs. Agnew and Hamil­ 
ton, both of whom had solid reputations 
to maintain, and both of whom occupied 
very much higher positions in the profes­ 
sion. TheEe gentlemen, moreover, un­ 
doubtedly sustained heavier pecuniary 
losses than any other of the attendant 
physicians, inasmuch as they left the most 
extensive practices to go to Washington. 
But all who contributed to ease the last 
days of the President should be well and 
even handsomely remunerated for their 
trouble, and Congress should not haggle 
over a few dollars in such a case, nor should 
the pres3 advocate a narrow economy. 


RIGHT AT LAST. 


GENERAL NEWS. 


Congressman Reed, of Maine, appears 
to have attained a sound conclusion in 
regard to the polygamy question. He is 
reported as saying that “ under the pres- 
“ ent system the enforcement of the law 
“ depended npon the local sentiment of the 
“ community to which it applies. Con- 
“ gress might enact statutes, but if the 
“ weight of public opinion were against 
“ them they would prove inoperative. 
“ This was the case in the South, and it 
“ had become apparent that it was useless 
“ to attempt to force a law upon a commu- 
“ nity where the weight of public opinion 
“ was hostile to it.” This is the argu­ 
ment the R e c o rd U n io n has made its 
readers familiar with, and it is the key to 
intelligent and effective action in Utah. 
Experience has shown that legislation 
such as has been hitherto resorted to inust 
be vain. 
The only way to enforce 
measures against which the community re­ 
bels is to pave the way by depriving the 
community of its political liberties. So 
much will be necessary in Utah before aDy 
practical steps can be taken toward the 
suppression of polygamy. If the Ameri­ 
can people are not willing to adopt snch a 
policy they must make up their minds to 
tolerate the practice of plural marriages.

A rizona C ir io s it u s .—An engineer upon 
the Southern Pacific Railroad recently Bent 
to General blaster Mechanic A. J. Steven?, 
from Gila BeD(i, an assortment of the semi- 
tropical animal pets of that region. Among 
them is a centipede, about seven inches in 
length and half an inch in diam eter; a 
tarantula, with a body over two inches lone, 
and legs covering a circular space of fully 
si* inches. 
About half a dezen scorpions are 
among the lot, some of which are said to be 
thoroughbreds. The longest are over six 
inches, and these are -aid to be the Arizona 
crickets which chirp cheerily upon pantry 
shelves, among the fire-place bricks, etc. 
An interesting specimen is the "tarantula 
hawk,” which resembles a large wasp in ap­ 
pearance, but about as large agaia as that 
insect. 
It is said to have been given 
the 
name 
it bears from the fact of 
its enmity to the tarantula; that it lights 
down upon the tarantula’s back and bites it 
to death, and then fioi.-hes up its destructive 
work by eatiug off its legs, which it doeB 
either for the purposes of food or as an exhi 
bition of its war powers. 
Among the col 
lection are also several Gila monsters, which 
are simply extremely overgrown liz a rd b u t 
the largest of which are more than sixteen 
inches in length. A “ beautiful” rattlesnake, 
with seven rattles and a button, which pet 
the engineer found in his bed beside him upon 
waking up one morning, was also sent to Mr. 
Stevens, as the engineer acquired a “ lively ” 
interest in this particular snake upon first 
sight. 


I nqdest H eld.—An inquest was held last 
evening by Coroner Vermilya upon the re 
m úna of Patrick Halloran, a switchmaD, who 
was killed by the cars night before last, at 
Sixth street and the north levee. 
The facts 
in relation to the accident, as related by T. 
A. Rabls, the c inductor of the tram, J. W. 
Phillips, brakeman, and William Price, an 
employe of the company, who were present 
and witnessed it, were that Halloran was en­ 
gaged in switching the cars into position in 
making up u train ; that a fiying-switch was 
being male, and Halloran, who was standing 
on the brake beam of one of the cars, en­ 
deavored to jump iff for the purposs of run­ 
ning ahead, w hen'in doing so, the bottom 
of his pants c-ught upon the break-beam 
hook and threw him down. Three cars im­ 
mediately passed over him, badly mangliog 
his head, breaking his neck and tearing his 
right arm. 
His death was almost instan­ 
taneous. 
He was a native of Ireland, and 
had been in railr >ad employ for about 
eighteen years. 
The verdict of the jury was 
in accordance with the above facts, and that 
no ooe was at fault in the mattsr. The de­ 
ceased leaves a wife and five children. 
He 
was a brother of Yardmaster Martin H al­ 
loran, of the railroad company, and was in­ 
tending soon to leave switching because he 
regarded it dangerous. A brother of the de­ 
ceased was killed in a similar manner about 
thirteen years ago at the East. 


T h e W e a t h e r—Sergeant Barwick, of the 
United States Signal Station, made the fol­ 
lowing statement last evening : There is evi­ 
dently a severe storm passing seuth of us. 
U p to 12 u. to-day the reporta from San 
Diego show a fail in the barometer (.23 of an 
inch), one-quarter of an inch iu eight hours, 
and a heavy thunder-storm, giving a precipi­ 
tation of 1.53 inches (in less than eight hour»), 
and was still raining at that time. There is 
no report from S.sn Diego to-night, which i­ 
an evidence of the continuation ot the storm. 
A t the n >on report the barometer showed a 
fall of .23 of an inch, with light Bnow falling 
at that time. 
Visalia also at the noon report 
showed a fall of .15 f an inch in the past 
eight hours. 
A fall of .15 of an inch or more 
in eight honra or less ¡3 a very good sign of 
the unsettled state of the weather. 
I think 
the extremely low barometer to the south 
and southeast i.f us to-day is the cause of our 
present wind-sterm. A maximum velocity 
of about 22 rni es wis reached to day. The 
temperature at the 4:02 A. M. observation to­ 
day was at San Di-go 38, Los Angeles 36, 
Visalia 30, San Francisco 42, Sscraaiento 31, 
Red Bluff 36, Roseberg 31, Portland and 
Olympia 30, which shows the visitati in of a 
cold wave al ng the entire coast, with the 
westerly wind to the north of us, and easterly 
wind to the south of us, and the temperature 
at noon was very little higher than it was at 
the morning report.

There was a full house yesterday at the 
Congregational Church in attendance at the 
Christian Convention. The exercises opened 
in the morning with a devotional service con­ 
ducted by the Rev. Robert Mackenzie, tf 
San Francisco, the theme of the meeting 
being the manner in which God keeps his 
people. The order of exercises waB then 
taken up, Mr. Whittle presiding, and the 
subjects, “ AVhat can be done to promote 
revivals,” and “ How shall young conveits 
be built up and established,” occupied the 
forenoon session. Remarks were made by 
Revs. A. J. Frost, Robert Mackenzie, H. H. 
Rice, T. S. Dunn, E. A. Becker, J. Q A. 
Henry, T. H. B. Anderson, D. Deal, Mr. 
AVhictle and others. 
A large number of 
questions were submitted, which were replied 
to by Mr. AVhittle and clergymen present. 
A t the af ernoon session the subject of 
forming a Yonng Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion was considered. Mr. AVhittle strongly 
commended the work of these associations, 
and thought that the large number of young 
men here, who were away from home influ­ 
ences and friends, and surrounded with the 
many temptations besetting them on every 
hand, made snch efforts as these associations 
affi.rd in their behalf of the greatest import­ 
ance. 
AV. S. Bassett read, sb a report of the 
committee appointed upon the subject, the 
constitution and by-laws for an association 
here similar to the one in San Francisco, and 
submitted it for the action of the meeting. 
H. J. McCoy, Secretary if the Young 
Men’s Christian Association of San Francisco, 
being called upon, gave an interesting report 
of the work being done by the Associations at 
the East and at San Francisco. The building 
had been cleared from debt and entirely reno­ 
vated, so that now it was a very fine property 
for its purpose. 
Ite rooms consist of parlors, 
conversation rooms, reading rooms, in which 
all the leading newspapers and magazines are 
to be found, and a library of over 4,000 vol­ 
umes. 
It has also a gymnasium which has 
an average of 140 visitors per day. The work 
of the Association consists largely in lectures, 
concerts, medical talks, social gatherings and 
educational classes. They have classes now 
in French, Spanish, elocution, vocal music, 
bo kkeeping and phonography. 
There are 
363 attending these classes, 398 young men 
have identified themselves with the work 
during the past year, and the Association has 
a membership of 1001 at the present time. 
Following the address of Mr. McCoy, Rev. 
Mackenzie warmly indorsed the Association 
work in San Francisco, and said it was doing 
a great work for yonng men and strengthen­ 
ing the churches. Remarks were made by 
Revs. Dwinell. Anderson, Frost, Rice, Dunn, 
Becker and Henry, strongly favoring the 
movement to establish a Yonng Men’s Chris­ 
tian Association in this city. Tnomas K. 
Cree, of New York, made eome interesting 
>e narks upon association work and of the re­ 
i t ts being accomplished. 
A meeting for 
young men to consider the subjtct was ap­ 
pointed for this evtaing at 6:30 o’clock at the 
Congregational Church. 
The afteiuoon session closed with a conse­ 
cration meeting, conducted by Mr. AVhittle. 
At the close of the meetiog Rev. Mr. Rice 
stated that the Pastors’ Association had 
unanimously requested the ministers present 
from San Francisco to permit the evangelists 
to remain here still longer, by reason of the 
deep work that was being dune here, and that 
Drs. Fisk and Makenzie had kindly acceded 
to the request. An expression of the con­ 
gregation was also taken, and the entire 
audience rose, desiring the evangelists to re­ 
main here for the present. Mr. AVhittle 
replied, however, that he thonght it was 
belter for them to go to San Francisco with­ 
out aoother delay ; that the time had been 
set to close their work here last night; that 
the work was now in such a condition that 
the churches should carry it on with divine 
aid, and that they could, by suffi :iently rely­ 
ing upon God to bless their effort». They 
bad decided, therefore, to go to San Francisco 
to day. 
For the evening Fervice—the closing one 
of the evangelists—church members bad been 
requested to remain away and give room to 
the young converts and those not Christiana. 
The church was crowded to oveiflowing at an 
early hour, and the meeting was opened by a 
song service by Mr. and Airs. McGranahaD, 
who also sang several special pieces during the 
evening with marked effect. 
Mr. AVhittle addressed the yonng converts, 
nrging them to unite with the church, and to 
be active in good work and steadfast. 
He 
then delivered a powerful diseñarse upon the 
parable of the marriage of the king’s son. He 
dwelt upon the the self-righteousness of the 
human heart; the second coming of Christ, 
and the necessity of all to be found clothed 
in 
the 
wedding 
garment—the 
garment 
of Christ’s righteousness. At the close of 
his remarks he called for testimony from the 
converts, and ninety-five made brief responses. 
At response to invitation, sixty arose desiring 
to be prayed for. The meeting was one of the 
deepest that has been held, and many regrets 
are expressed by the ministers of this city and 
others that the evangelists have concluded to 
leave for San Francisco to-day. 
The ladles’ will continue the work on 
Fourth street, and the meeting for this after­ 
noon will be i e'd at 2 P m. instead of 3, and 
be conducted by H. J. McCoy, General Sec­ 
retary of the Y. M. C. A. at San Francisco. 
There will be a union gospel service also this 
evening at the Congregational Church.

AN 
OLD 
PIONEER’S 
STORY. 


The testimony of several of the early pi> 
nees, given in the debiis trial pending beforl 
Judge Temple iu this city, leads old residents 
of California generally to open tfie doors of 
memory upon the Ecenes and events if the 
long ago, and one can scarcely go amiss now, 
upon the street, of groups of citizens, with a 
pioreer of ’49 or ’50 as the central figur-, 
who entertains those so unfortunate as to have 
arrived upon these stores away down in the 
fifties and sixties, with the recital ot events 
of the “ rough days.” Yesterday, in such a 
group, one of the Arg mauts told a story 
that may well keep Us plsce, without blush­ 
ing, beside the adventures of Lemuel Gul­ 
liver. 
The pioneer, 
directing attention 
to a tall, gray-haired _ man 
just then 
crossing on the opposite side of J street, ex­ 
claimed : “ There ! Do you see that man in 
the apron, with a tool-b x on his shoulder? 
Well, he’s well preserved, ho is. 
I knew him 
to be in a tight place once when he came 
very near having his neck stretched. AVant 
to hear about it ? AA’eil, I’ll tell you, and 
you just believe me it is gospel truth, too. 
That man came near being hanged for a dog. 
You see, it was up at ‘Nigger H ill’ at the 
junction of the North ar.d South Forks of the 
American. 
It was in the blooming days of 
that camp. There were nearly 200 of us on 
the hill, and the placers were panning cut 
right lively. There was verv little fear of 
robbery or thieving then. AVhen we came 
down to Sacramento we used to take very 
good care of our gold dust, but up at the 
* Hill’ no one dreamed of losing anything 
by 
theft, 
for 
thieving 
waB 
punished 
with a certainty and severity that held 
would-be 
evil-doers 
in check. 
I 
tell 
you men were honest 
in 
those days— 
’cause it paid, you see. 
AVell, one afternoon 
the boys came up to the boarding-house for 
dinner. It was about 5 o'clock and the sun 
waB shining right hot. Two chaps who had 
just cleaned up their claim brought up a gold 
pan with some dust in it, and just set it np 
gainst the side of the shanty in the sun to 
dry out while they and all bands went in to 
grub. There was in the corner of the pan 
maybe about two large spoonfuls of gold 
dust and some settlings of wet black sand, 
and maybe a little drain of water settled 
down too. 
Well, when we all came out, and 
the boys went to take up the pan, if you be­ 
lieve me, tbe tin was empty ; cleaned out 
clean as a whistle. Well, then there was fan. 
It waB the first theft in many a day in that 
camp. 
Standing near the shanty was a 
stranger, a tall, good-looking, innocent-ap- 
peariug sort of a man. 
He was dusty, and 
appeared as if he'd j 1st tramped 
info 
the 
camp. 
AVell, 
the 
boys _ bounced 
him right off. He must be the thief. No 
one else had been outside; he was there 
alone ; the dust was gone ; he was a stranger, 
and that was evidence enough. 
Runners 
went out, and a miners’ meeting was called 
inside of five minutes, while four men stood 
over tbe prisoner with drawn revolvers—he 
all the time protesting his innocence. AA’ell, 
to make a long story short, everything ap­ 
peared against the prisoner, and within ten 
minutes the only question was as to hanging 
or whipping him. 
Just then there came 
trotting along a little, long-bodied, bow­ 
legged, stumpy-tailed, mangy, brown dcg, 
that lived around the camp, and belonged 
co nobody and everybody. He was old and 
fat and saucy, and a sort of general favorite. 
He had been brought up from Sutter’s Fort 
by some freighters and left in the camp a 
month before. One of the miners in the 
crowd happened to Biep on that dog, and he 
set back on his haunches and yelled, and 
stuck his muzz'e up toward the sun, when 
one of them saw something shining on his lip. 
He Enatched the dog up, crying out that there 
was gold dust and black sand on the animal’s 
mouth and whiskers, and perhaps the dog 
had eaten tho lost gold. This was too ab­ 
surd for belief, but it ra:sed a doubt, sod so 
the miners’ court put one guard over the man 
and another over the dog, and adjourned till 
morning. AA’ell, the result was they mined 
that dog out with medicines that just turned 
his stomach inside out, and when they cleaned 
up the claim they got within a fraction of all 
the lost gold. 
You see, the cur had seen the 
pan with the damp sand, was tco lazy to go 
down the hill for a drink, and just licked the 
pan cleaD. 
Of course they let the stranger 
go, and he left that camp iu a hurry, and I 
didn’t see him till a year ago here, where he is 
now at work. 
The dog? Well, as for him, 
they named him ‘ Miner,’ and he became 
known all up and down the river by that title, 
but he fell into a prospect hole later and was 
drowned.”

" T r o p ic a l C a lif ir n ia .” 
C olton, 
January 12th.—It commenced 
snowing here this morning at 8 A. M., and up 
to 5 p. m. there has fallen ten inches of snow. 
This is a phenomenon which the oldest in­ 
habitant never saw before, yet it is welcome, 
as it is the first indication of rain. 
The 
farmers are jubilant, and look for rain to fol­ 
low. 
Los A ngeles, January 12th.—A brisk 
snow-storm occurred at 9 o’clock this mern- 
ing. and continued with drizzle and sleet till 
1:45 P. M. I t is now raining heavily on the 
mountains and in the upper valleyB. 
S anta B arraba, January 12th —Fourteen 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell last night. 
The mountains and hilltops are quite white 
with snow this morning. Snowflakes fell in 
this city, which is almost unheard of in the 
history of Santa Barbara. 
A special to the 
Pres» from Lompoc says : This valley is cov­ 
ered with half an inch of snow. The weather 
is unsettled, and promises further rain. 
Great good will result to the grazing interests 
from the rain which has already fallen. 
S tockton, January 12th.—Theday has been 
extremely cold, with a high northerly wind. 
In shaded places the ice which froze last 
night has not thawed to-day. 
Dust was fly­ 
ing in the streets, the surface of the ground 
being dry and hard. 
The outlook for the 
farmers is bad. The summer-fallow grain, 
in many places, is turning yellow. 
No more 
plowing can be done without rain on the 
west side, and no more seeding without a 
favorable change in the weather. Advices 
from all parts of the county are not of an 
encouraging nature. 
A few more days of 
this weather will seriously injure the young 
grain, without immediate and warm rains. 
The steamer Clara Crow returned yesterday 
from her first fall trip up the San Joaquin. She 
went as far as San Joaquin City, and could not 
go further. 
On her return loaded she dragged 
more or less on the bottom before the San 
Joaquin bridge, near Lithrop, was reached. 
The river is reported lower than ever known 
before at a corresponding period of the year.

Clrahac 
killed himself when about to be captured. 
W yncatt was killed by the Sheriff’s posse 
while he was trying to escape fiom prisi n 
Teveene was killed by Mr. York, the jailer, 
while he and others made a raid on the jailer 
in the jail. Kighe and Solnnkin were both 
executed by the Sheriff in November, 1879. 
The present

is a 
small 
Indian, 
and very shrewd. 
He made his escape 
twice, aud was finally recaptured last sum­ 
mer, tried and sentenced at our last October 
term of Court at this place.

W a s h in g to n , January 12th.—As soon as 
th e Court was called to order, Davidge took 
a position in front of the jury and opened his 
argument with a disclaimer of any intention 
to make a set speech ; but expressed a simple 
d .sire to render the jury w hat aid he could 
in their present and solemn 
duty. 
The 
tim e 
had 
now 
come 
in 
this 
tria! 
when the 
jury 
were to 
become 
fac­ 
tors. 
W hatever 
disorder 
or 
levity 
m ight hive characterized the trial, 
there 
was but one sentim ent in respect of the con­ 
duct of the jury. 
All commended their dig­ 
nified deportm ent and close and patient 
attention to the evidence, and he could not 
donbt that, as they had received the com' 
mendation of all in the past, they would con' 
tinue to deeervo it iu the future by their 
decision of the question before them. 
•ÜITKAC SQUIBMS USD KB DAVIUCE’b WORDS. 
A s Davidge traced the process of reasoning 
by which the prisoner gradually reached the 
conviction th at but one life interposed be­ 
tween himself and possibly great benefits, 
G uiteau became restless, and for the first 
tim e since the opening of the Court indicated, 
by a nervous twitching about, the usual pre­ 
lim inaries to the interruptions, which in this 
instance quickly followed. 
“ N ot often," said Davidge, “ in the record 
of heinous crime do we have such plain and 
pointed evidence. 
As to the first conception 
of the crime in this case, the suggestion came 
to the wretch in the night, as he was lying in 
bed.” 
“ I t came to me when the Lord got ready 
to have it,” snarled the prisoner. 
Davidge continued: 
“ This thought or 
suggestion came to him on the ISth of H ay. 
Still, thinking he might obtain the office he 
sought and kee£> his hands clean, he made 
another effort on the 28th of H ay to induce 
the President—” 
Guiteau called ont from the dock, “ I would 
not have taken a foreign mission after the 1st 
of June if it had been offered to me.” 
Davidge (apparently not heeding him)— 
On the 28th of M ay— 
G nitean—I am talking about the 1st of 
June. 
Davidge (pausing a moment)—Ju st listen 
to him. 
Gnitean (eneeringly)—They will li-‘en to 
yefl, but yenr talk :s so weak it !; hardly 
worth listening to. 
For several minutes Guitean continued to 
in te:ject 1 is comments, with the evid.-nt in ­ 
tention of annoying Davidge, b ut finding 
th at he could not effeot this Le gradually sub­ 
sided into complete silence. 


DAVIDGE COKTINÜES. 
In the beginning, said Davidge, it was 
sought to show th at the prisoner was off his 
balance. 
Now the Court tells you to look 
for th at degree of insanity th at disables a man 
from knowing that what he was doing was 
wrong. 
This is the test you are to apply. 
U pou the question of inspiration, I think I 
will be able to show to your satisfaction 
how 
little 
there 
is 
in 
this 
claim. 
The only question, he said, was th at of insan­ 
ity. 
He then argu.d th at the prisoner had 
th at degree of intelligence, legal knowledge 
and moral sense, which rendered him respon­ 
sible for his acts. 
In a telling passage he 
showed that the prisoner himself had wit to 
see the fatal weakness of Scoville’s line of 
defense, 
and 
repudiated 
it, 
arguing 
in 
his 
own 
behalf 
th at 
he 
was 
not an imbecile, but a sane mau, whose intel­ 
lect and will had lesn dominated duuug a 
specific period of time, rendering him irre­ 
sponsible for this particular crime. 
H e then 
reviewed the circumstances of the crime, and 
the victim and criminal. His analysis of Gui- 
teau’s character was gr-phic and effective. 
“ If,” he exclaimed, “ I were to sura np the 
moral a -U intellectual qualities of this m ar, 
I should S3y th at he had the daring of the 
vulture, combined with the heart of .-. w, lr.” 
In sp-aking of Guiteau’s plan, he remarked 
upon his g reat'r fear (f a mob than of the 
law, and excl-.im td: “ We m ust eay to our 
shau;i that this estimate had foundation. 
I t 
rested,” he added, “ with the jury to ehow 
the world whether Guiteau’s cptnisu was well 
founded.” 
A recess was here taken. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Upon the reassembling 
of 
th9 Court, 
Davidge considered in order each member ot 
the G uiteau family whose menta! condition 
had been considered here, but unanswerable 
expert testimony, he said, showed how much 
effect this collateral insanity could have on 
the mentid condition of the prisoner. 
I t is 
hollow mockery to discuss this, 
Guiteau shouted : “ I have always been a 
Chri-tian man, and for six years have been 
strictly virtuous 
Don’t forget that, either.” 
Davidge continued : There is not a single 
fact or a tingle j it or tittle to ehow th at the 
prúoner was not perfectly responsible for his 
act in July. 
The jury will find that the de­ 
fense have carefully picked out and held up 
to view everything in the entire case of this 
man which may be considered odd or pecu­ 
liar, and it is for you to consider ho-.v much 
value can be attached to this evidence, when 
yon come to consider whether this man did 
not know on the 21 of Ju ly th at it was 
wrono for him to kill the Chief M agistrate of 
this Union. 
THE ONEIDA C01IMÜNITT. 
Davidge then took up the Oneida Com­ 
m unity, and spoke of Guiteau’d wallowing 
there for rix years. 
G uifeau shouted : 
“ And I say it is false. 
1 didn't wallow. 
I ’m just as pure as you are, 
Davidge, and a good deal purer. 
I went 
there to save my soul, not from lust. 
P ut 
th at doWD, Davidge, and don’t you forget it.” 


DISCUSSION OF THE EVIDENCE. 
Davidge discussed the evidence of Charles 
Reed, who conversed w ith the prisoner on the 
Tucfd'.ybefore the shooting, aod who thought 
he appeared a little off bis balance. 
“ And 
this, mark you,” said Davidge, “ is the extent 
ef hi* evidence as to that day. 
H e was never 
asked if he thought ho was unable to distin­ 
guish between right and wrong. 
Is it so 
very strange, aentlemeo, that the prisoner 
should have appeared queer, when at that 
very timo lie was canying in his b-enst a 
monstrous crime? H is witness, R ed—” 
Guiteau interrupted : “ You had better let 
Ree l alone, D avidge; he is a bad man L r 
yen to tackle.” 
Davidge continued: This witness, Reed, 
said he saw the pris ner in jail, as he says, at 
the in tance of Semille, and his evidence i-, 
as to th at occasion, manufactured evidence. 
Guiteau interrupted again, shouting in a 
boisterous manner : “ You’d better look out. 
Reed is going to speak to-morrow. 
H e will 
tear you all to pLces. 
H e’s got lots of ex­ 
perience iu Chicago handling such fellows a; 
▼nu are. and he’s sent them to the State’s 
Irise n .” 
Davidge explained that in the use of the 
term he m eant no reflection upon Reed, but 
it was tn easy m atter fcr the prisoner after 
the set to strike the wall and simulate 
insanity for the benefit of the gentleman 
who should shortly "appear as a witness for 
the defense. 
Guiteau—I never feigned insanity. I never 
claimed to be insane after the 2d of July. 
I ’m as sane as you are, Davidge, and a better 
man, too. 
D ivides—Do you hear that, gentlemen I 
Contrast th at with what you have seen day 
aftpr day, in this Court-room. 
Davidge proceeded to disintegrate the evi­ 
dence and argue its worthlessness. 
Guitean occasionally interrupted. 
Once he 
called out, “ You don’t believe a word of 
that, Davidge. 
You’re just talking for 
money.” 
Davidge continued to discuss the evidence, 
which he had arranged chronologically. 
He 
caused a ripple of amusement as he described 


GurrEAu’a c a r e e r in b o s to n . 
There is in Boston a temple or building erect­ 
ed by the disciples or believers in the doc­ 
trines of the atheist, Tom Paine. 
Davidge 
said the peculiar conduct attributed to Gui­ 
teau wheu he lectured there was owing to the 
fact that his company were out of accord 
with bitn, and tneir ridicule angered and dis­ 
gusted him, but he (Davidge) ridiculed the 
idea that anything had been shown by this 
evidence to indicate insanity. 
Counsel directed with startling perspicuity 
the testimony of one witness after another, 
and pointed out tks weakness and unrelia­ 
bility of those opinions of the witnesses for 
the defense which had teen based, in many 
instances, upon the mo3t meager acquaint­ 
ance. 
Alluding to one of the witnesses— 
Daniels of Virginia—who bad neither been 


o p in io n 
— . --------------- 
- 
, 
infinitely more respect for a man who does 
not express an opinion than for those who 
are so ready to express one with no data 
upon which to base it.” 
“ I ’ve just got my speech ont, ’ called out 
Guiteau ; “ but I ’m afraid it will lie a month 
before I get a chance to deliver it, judging 
by the way Davidge is closing his.” 
The hour of 3 o’clock having arrived, Judge 
Porter suggested an adjournment, which was 
agreed to by counsel for the defense. 
A n exciting discussion then ensued upon 
Judge Cox inquiring if counsel wished to say 
anything upon G uiteau’a request to be heard. 
“ I w ant,” shouted Guiteau, “ to make 
the closing speech. 
I wou’d not trust closing 
my case to the bast lawyer in America,” 
The D istrict A ttorney, in a ringing speech, 
protested against G uitean’s being again al­ 
lowed to take a seat at the counsel table. 
Applause from the audience, with shouts 
from Guiteau, and cries of “ O rder” from 
the bailiff, made an exciting scene for some 
minutes. 
G uiteau wa= finally heard Bhouting through 
the din : “ The American people will read 
my speech, and they are greater than this 
Court. 
The American people are trying this 
case. 
If yon undertake to put on the gag 
Law, the Court iu bank will right me. 
M y 
speech will make eight columns, and it reads 
like an oration of Cicero. 
It will go thunder­ 
ing down the ages, and don’t you forget it. 
And as for you, Corkmll, President A rthur 
will dispose of you.” 
Mrs. Scoviila was deeply affected, and 
wept hysterically. 
Juuge Cox finally told Scoville to read over 
the prisoner’s speech and let the Court know 
in the morning if there was anything iu it he 
desired to go to the jury. 
W ithout stating 
whether he world permit the prisoner to 
speak or not, Judge Cox ordered an adjourn­ 
ment.
